profusely from 
a 
wound 
which had it been deeper, would have 
made a eunuch of him. 
The man was 
/suffering excrucia ting p a in ; he gave 
his name 
as 
George 
Green, 
and 
sa id tha t he had been in a difficulty 
with J ohn Stokes, and while he was 
not certain as to how the wound was 
inflicted, he was of the opinion that 
he had been bitten. 
The two men make their home in 
the second story of the house and 
‘Stokes’ sister keeps the 
house 
for 
them. 
They live in two rooms and 
came here about 
a year ago from 
Louisville, Ky. 
Green says that Stokes came home 
in 
an 
intoxica ted 
condition 
and 
started 
to raise a row 
when he 
arose and threatened to throw him 
down the stairs. 
The men struggled, 
and it was while they were thus en­ 
gaged that Green suffered the painful 
wound, which might have re u ted 
seriously, but for the timely arrival 
of Dr. J. G. Lewis, who took seven 
stitches in it. 
This morning Stokes was a rra ign­ 
ed before Mayor Cowing and plead 
guilty to a charge of drunkeness and 
was lined $1 and costs, amounting to 
111 which he paid. 
The first charge of assault and bat­ 
tery is still held a ga inst him while 
the officials make an investiga tion of 
the mayhem allegations. 
Stokes declares he did not bite the 
man, and is at a loss to know how it 
occurred. 
Opening liis ¡month, he 


Ra id, “ I know I'm what you a ll call a 
blue gum nigger, a n’ it’s said that a 
bite from a fellow like me is as pois­ 
onous as a rattler, but. honest, Mistah 
Mayor and Marshal, I nevah bit dis 
heah Mistah Green. 
I ’m teilin’ you 
a ll de truth. 
I nevah bite, a n’ I nevah 
uses a gun, razor or kn ife.” 
It is 
thought that the trouble arose over 
the sister of Stokes, but he says she 
was not in the house at the time. 
For a number of months the resi­ 
dents of North Oliver street have been 
compla ining 
about 
the manner in 
which some of the houses were con­ 
ducted in that neighborhood, and have 
on several occasions threatened v io­ 
lence. 
Mayor Cowing apprised Stokes of j 
this fact and he replied : ‘‘Yes sah, 
yes sah, I knows they’ve been com­ 
pla inin’ a n’ I told ’em at de house we 
had better pull ou t.” 
Mr. Cowingv 
told him it would be a good idea, al- j 
though he would give them a ll the 
protection of the la w under the cir­ 
cumstances.

The men knew that he carried 
money. 
It was Mann and the members of 
his farailv who started 
the report 
Saturday morning that Lewark had 
been killed. 
They did not learn the 
truth until about noon

New oil and gas fields 
are being opened in the sou thern part 
of the state and good su pplies are be­ 
ing obtained. 
D. A. Kinney, state gas 
inspector, work ing u nder the direction 
of W. S. Blatchley, state geologist, has 
ju st entered u pon a to u r of inspection 
to extend thro u gho u t the sou thern 
part of the state. 
Before leaving In­ 
dianapolis Mr. Kinney said that he in­ 
tended to look u p the record of each 
well to see if proper precau tions are 
being tak en against waste of gas and 
if each abandoned well is properly 
plu gged. 
“New gas and oil wells,” said Mr. 
Kinney, “are being drilled in Knox, 
Pik e, Su llivan and Gibson cou nties and 
good 
su pplies 
are 
being 
obtained. 
There are over 300 gas wells now in 
the sou thern part of the state—an in­ 
crease of 33 1-3 per cent over the nu m­ 
ber in that part of the state last year. 
Sou thern Indiana now has the best 
gas in the state. 
“The Princeton oil field is now Indi 
ana’s best produ cer. 
Prospects look 
good for a big oil field down there. 
Many leases are being tak en by both 
Indiana and Illinois men. 
Leases are 
being tak en as far sou th as Booneville 
and even into Posey cou nty. 
New 
York promoters are drilling wells east 
of Princeton. 
New wells are being 
drilled to the north of Princeton, also. 
Fo u r new wells are being pu t down in 
Su llivan cou nty.”

Havana, Ngv . 25.—With the comple­ 
tion of the enu meratio n of the popu la 
tion of Cu ba there has been accom­ 
plished the first step in the direction 
of the terminatio n of American inter­ 
vention and the re-establishment of 
the Cu ban repu blic. 
This enu mera­ 
tion was actu ally an enforced regis­ 
tration of voters, the determination 
of the popu lation of the land being of 
scant impo rtance compared with that 
of registering all persons entitled to 
the electoral franchise in o rder to in­ 
su re the pu rity of the election of the 
next Cu ban president. 
No pains have 
been spared to accomplish this, bu t 
pending the difficu lt task of tabu lating 
the resu lts probably will not be k nown 
for some week s. 
An estimate by one of the most ac 
complished statisticians 
. the service 
of the go vernment places the popu la­ 
tion of the island at 
2,000.000, of 
which abou t 400,000 are foreigners not 
entitled to the franchise. 
The indica­ 
tions are that there has been no great 
change in the political complexion of 
the provinces with the possible excep­ 
tion of Pinar del Rio, where the influ ­ 
ence of Pino Gu erra, the military lead­ 
er of the last u prising, is very great. 
Even to specu late on the ou tcome of 
the next election is fu tile, owing to the 
confu sion consequ ent on the dissen­ 
sions in the Liberal party and the u n­ 
defined attitu de of the Conservatives. 
Had the election been held a year ago 
there is no dou bt that the Liberals 
wou ld have had an overwhelming vic­ 
tory and that Alfred O. Zayas wou ld 
have been president of Cu ba. 
Now 
the Liberal party is hopelessly divided 
between the followers of Jo se Migu el 
Gomez Zayas. and an excellent oppor­ 
tu nity is afforded for Conservatives to 
organize and no minate a leader who 
will command the respect of the cou n­ 
try shou ld they obtain the consent of 
su ch a man as General Mario Menocal 
to ru p for the presidency, there can 
hardly be any dou bt that he wou ld 
attract a great following from the bet­ 
ter class of Liberals and wou ld be eas­ 
ily elected. 
General Menochal, how­ 
ever. it is believed, cou ld not be tem pt­ 
ed to enter the presidential arena. An 
element that may prove to be of prim^ 
impo rtance in the coming election is 
the health of Jo se Migu el Gomez. 
It 
is ru mored that the general is afflicted 
with a dangerou s ailment which may 
compel his retirement from the field. 
Coincident with the compilation of the 
enu meratio n is that of the electoral 
law on which the co mmittee of which 
Colonel Crowder is the head, has been 
work ing for months. 
It now only 
awaits the approval of Governor Ma- 
goon 
before being promu lgated, 
so 
that if tranqu ility is maintained no th­ 
ing stands in the way of carrying ou t 
the present program of the go vern­ 
ment, which is to hold the mu nicipal 
elections in May or Ju ne and (he pres­ 
idential election in the following De­ 
cember, thu s paving the way for the 
inau gu ration of the Cu ban president 
in May and the withdrawal of the 
American troops in Ju ly.

The plan proposed by R epresen ta­ 
tive Fowler, chairm an of the house 
comm ittee on ban kin g, provid es for 
issues upon the gen eral cr d it of the 
ban ks w'hich have issues for a guar­ 
an ty fun d raised by taxation upon cir­ 
culation . 
This guaran ty fun d is to be 
employed w'hen n ecessary to red eeia 
the n otes of failed ban ks. 
It is the

who favor the plan that a tax of about 
1-12 of 1 per cen t an n ually upon the 
circulation w'ould meet all losses, but 
in ord er to in sure absolute safety they 
propose th at the tax shall he very 
much larger than this.
